Operation Iraqi Freedom com- 
menced on the 48th hour Monday 
afternoon, much to the surprise of 
American allies, who heard that 
bombs had already begun to drop 

Britain, Australia, the Czech 
Republic and Poland, were sur 
prised to hear that formal hostili- 
ties had already begun starting 
with an air strike upon a strategic 
bunker southeast of Baghdad sus 
pected of sheltering high level Iraqi 
military leadership 

What Bush called the “open 
mg phase of disarmament.” (at 
tacks) was a series of “surgical 
strikes” (bombings) targeted at 
vigilantly “pinpointed destina- 
tions” (targets) meant to minimize 
“collateral damage” (killing civil 
ans) by using “decisive force” 
(powerful Weaponry) to maximize 
military harm. In a strong effort 
to gain public support, the sterol 
language now being used in this 
latest of wars represents a new age 
of carefully researched market in- 
formation positioned carefully for 
media manipulation. The concept 
innotnew. We are all familiar with 
these sound bytes: but the meth- 
odology has still escaped the 
American public, but not the world 
media.

Alerta mundial por 
epidemia de neumonía

Una nueva amenaza se cierne 
sobre la población mundial: Se 
trata de una epidemia de neu- 
monia que ya ha cobrado sus pri- 
meras víctimas en diferentes 
países. por lo cual la Organización 
Mundial de la Salud (OMS) acaba 
de anunciar que la misma cons- 
tituye una amenaza planetaria. 

Esta nueva forma de neu 
monía atípica, podría haber cau- 
sado ya la muerte de al menos 
nueve personas y haber infectado 
a centenares más en Asia y en 
Canadá. El brote de la epidemia 
mantiene en alerta a los servicios 
médicos después del anuncio de 
la OMS. 

“Este misterioso Sindrome 
Respiratorio Gravementé Agudo 
(SARS por sus siglas en ingles). 
es ahora una amenaza mundial”. 
dijo el director general de la OMS, 
Gro Harlem Brundtland. 

Esta enfermedad (SARS) fue 
reconocida por primera vez el 26 
de febrero del presente año en 
Hanoi, Vietnam. Los principales 
síntomas incluyen: fiebre alta de 
más de 38 grados centígrados: tos, 
dificultad para respirar. Algunos 
pacientes han desarrollado neu- 
atonid severa: algunos de ellos 
han necesitado un respirador arti- 
ficial. Hasta el 16 de marzo la en- 
fermedad había cobrado 9 víc- 
timas. 

La mayoría de las personas 
contagiadas tuvieron contacto 
cercano con individuos infecta- 
dos, muchos de los cuales trabajan 
en el área de la salud. 

El modo de transmisión y el 
agente causante de la enfermedad 
aun se investigan. 

La OMS recibió información 
de más de 150 posibles casos de 
esta nueva forma de neumopatía 
procedentes de Canadá, China, 
Hong Kong, Indonesia, Filipinas, 
Singapur, Tailandia y Vietnam. 

Los expertos no están seguros 
de si la enfermedad es de origen 


viral o bacterial, ni si todos los 
casos son causados por la misma 
cepa de la enfermedad. La salud 
de los pacientes se deteriora 
rápidamente, luego de presentar 
síntomas similares a los de la in- 
fluenza. dicen los médicos. 

Una novena persona murió el 
fin de semana a consecuencia de 
la enfermedad que amenaza al 
mundo entero. Según la OMS, 
esta epidemia no puede ser dete- 
nida por los medicamentos tra- 
dicionales y ha sido transmitida 
por todo el mundo por viajeros en 
avión. 

La OMS, con sede en Gine- 
bra. dijo que la enfermedad era 
“una amenaza a la salud de alcan 
ces mundiales”, con casos re- 
gistrados en tres continentes. 

Funcionarios de salubridad de 
Estados Unidos y Francia, ast 
como diplomáticos en Hanot,. 
dijeron que la víctima más re- 
ciente fue una joven enfermera 
vietnamita. Al parecer resultó 
infectada cuando le rindió aten- 
ción a un empresario estadouni- 
dense que murió de neumonía la 
semana pasada. 

Hasta que se conozca mejor 
la causa de los brotes. la OMS 
recomienda que se apliquen téc- 
nicas de aislamiento a los, pa- 
cientes con neumonía atípica que 
puedan relacionarse con esos 
brotes. Al mismo tiempo, la OMS 
recomienda que se notifique a las 
autoridades nacionales de salud 
todo caso sospechoso. 

La OMS está en contacto 
permanente con las autoridades y. 
asimismo, ha ofrecido apoyo epl- 
demiológico, clínico y de labora- 
torio. La Organización trabaja con 
las autoridades nacionales a fin de 
que esos brotes se investiguen, se 
notifiquen y se confinen apropia- 
damente.

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México lamenta la guerra

Horas antes de iniciar la gue- 
rra contra Irak, el Presidente de 
México, Vicente Fox, se pronun- 
ció públicamente contra la guerra 
y lamentó una vez más que se to- 
me el “camino de la acción arma- 
da para resolver la crisis en Irak. 

En su mensaje dirigido al 
pueblo de México. el Ejecutivo 
Nacional subrayó la necesidad de 
que el mundo continúe impul-

Un latino en la corte

En los últimos meses un de- 
bate en el Congreso de los Estados 
Unidos por la confirmación de un 
juez ha encendido una interesante 
polémica entre diferentes poderes 
económicos y políticos de este 
país. Más interesante aun, ha 
instigado una pelea tan innece- 
saria como sin sentido entre los 
miembros de la comunidad latina. 

De acuerdo a la Constitución, 
los jueces son propuestos por el 
presidente del país, pero no acce- 
den al cargo sin la aprobación del 
Senado. 

El presidente de Estados 
Unidos ha propuesto a Miguel 
Estrada para el cargo de Juez en 
la Corte de Apelaciones del Dis- 
trito de Columbia, o sea, Wash- 
ington D.C. Esta Corte es con- 
siderada como la segunda Corte 
más importante del mundo, pues 
la primera es la Suprema Corte de 
Justicia de los Estados Unidos. 
La Corte de Apelaciones es im- 


portante por que allí se resuelven, 


entre otros casos, aquellos rela- 
cionados con derechos y obli- 


gaciones de los ciudadanos y so- 
bre la constitución. 

¿Quién es Miguel Estrada? 

Miguel Estrada es un inmi- 
grante de Honduras que vino a 
este país cuando adolescente. A 
pesar de no hablar muy bien in- 
gles, Estrada trabajó muy duro y 
ganó su acceso a estudiar en Co- 
lumbia University, y luego en la 
escuela de leyes de Harvard Uni- 
versity. El trabajó en estudios de 
abogados de Washington DC, 
donde defendió casos ante la 
Suprema Corte de Justicia. Mas 
recientemente trabajo en la Casa 
Blanca junto al Presidente Bush . 
Es precisamente su relación con 
el presidente Bush lo que ha crea- 
do una gran resistencia en contra 
de Miguel Estrada. Los oponentes 
a su nominación temen que él 
tiene ideas muy cercanas al par- 
tido republicano. Sin embargo, 
miembros de partido Demócrata, 
insisten que no conocen lo sufi- 
ciente a Miguel Estrada, y por lo 
tanto, no van a aprobar su nomi- 
nación. 

Lo curioso es que hay un gran 
número de representantes latinos 


das punitivas a los países que voten 
contra Estados Unidos en el 
Consejo de Seguridad. 

Sin embargo, el presidente 
Estadounidense George W. Bush 
se refirió públicamente que su país 
“no presiona a México y a Chile 
(ambos países miembros no per- 
manentes del Consejo de Seguri- 
dad) para que votaran a favor de la 
guerra contra Irak, pero advirtió 
que si lo hacían en su contra se 
sentiría decepcionado”. 

Esta decepción puede sin em- 
bargo traducirse en una serie de 
acciones “veladas”en contra de 
México por parte de su vecino del 
norte. Veamos: México es un país 
con una fuerte dependencia co- 
mercial y además un socio im- 
portante junto con Canadá en el 
Tratado de Libre Comercio de 
Amércia del Norte (NAFTA). 

Las repercusiones para Chile 
no se quedarían tampoco atrás, 
especialmente en el renglón eco- 
nómico con su reciente firma del 
Tratado de Libre Comercio que le 
costó lograrlo al país sudamert- 
cano toda una década. 

Pero no sólo Estados Unidos 
estaría en contra de la posición de 
México en el tema de Irak. Japón 
incrementó la presión diplomática 


sobre México desde hace más de 


en el Congreso que son Demó- 
cratas y que se oponen a la nomi- 
nación de Estrada. Muchos cír- 
culos intelectuales y políticos de 
Norteamérica están prestando es- 
pecial atención a esta profunda 
división de la comunidad latina, 
sin poder explicar sus motivos y 
efectos. 

La mayoría del partido De- 
mócrata y muchas personas de 
ideas liberales de este país, en 
particular los medios de prensa de 
la costa este se oponen a la no- 
minación de Estrada. 

Por otra parte, apoyan la can- 
didatura de Estrada los miembros 
del partido Republicano y la ad- 
ministración del presidente Bush. 

Sin duda la comunidad latina 
se encuentra ante un dilema de 
proporciones históricas. Es in- 
teresante notar que ni la comuni- 
dad judía, ni la comunidad Afro- 
americana se opusieron a la no- 
minación de uno de sus miembros 
a un alto cargo.

All wars are local

More than 90 cities across the 
U.S. adopted resolutions against 
the possible war with Iraq, includ- 
ing the city where I live. Predict- 
ably, soon after the resolution was 
passed, the local newspaper of my 
town was inundated with letters 
claiming that it was not a local 
issue and the city government 
should focus on fixing potholes 
and deal with other local con- 
cerns. 

War is indeed a local issue. 
First of all, if there is war, the cost 


is going to be in the billions, 
which will definitely affect the 
local economy. A New York Times 
article estimated that the total cost 
of a war with Iraq may run any- 
where between a low of $127 and 
a high of $682 billion. No one 
really knows for sure, but it’s in- 
evitable that the huge expense 
will have a serious impact on the 
local economy and severely affect 
local services, including the abil- 
ity to fix potholes. With an 
economy on the doldrums and 
state and local budgets scram- 
bling to find resources to provide 
basic services, a war will exacer- 
bate these economic problems. 
The mere preparation for a 


possible war is having a negative ' 


impact on local governments. 
More than 8,000 National Guard 
and reserve troops from Califor- 
nia alone have been called to ac- 


tive duty because of the possibil- 
ity of war. Some of these people 
are members of local law enforce- 
ment agencies. 

Finding replacements will be 
difficult since California faces a 
budget deficit of more than 30 
billion dollars. The state cannot 
help local cities, which face their 
own budgetary problems. In ad- 
dition, local cities will have to pay 
about half of the salaries if their 
workers are members of the Na- 
tional Guard and reserves per- 
forming national duties. In some 
small towns, losing one member 
of the police department to the 
National Guard or reserves can be 
devastating. 

The cost to local governments 
is not going to be measured just 
in dollars and cents. It is also 
measured in terms of lives. Where 
do the young men and women

who may die in the war come 
from? From the local cities and 
schools. Some will come from my 
town. Some of them may be my 
students. Some of them could be 
my colleagues who are members 
of the reserves and who may be 
called into action. It's quite likely 
that a war will also cause terrorist 
backlashes. Who is going to have 
to deal with that? Federal law en- 
forcement officers will do their 
jobs but so will local police and 
firemen. Who will lose lives? 
Again, some will be constituents 
of local governments, just as was 
the case in New York City a few 
years ago. 

Of course, there is little con- 
cern about the number of Iraqi ci- 
vilians who will die. That's not lo- 
cal to us but it’s certainly a local 
concern to those who may die.

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Dr. Héctor Garcia-Manzanedo

de conocer a Héctor García, al 
leer su impresionante trayectoria 
académica y professional. 

El Dr. Héctor García-Man- 
zanedo era un hombre, no sólo de 
muchos conocimientos, sino de 
enormes cualidades y de un cora- 
zon grande y noble.

García- Manzanedo realizó sus 
estudios universitarios y de maes- 
ría en Biología y Antropología de 
las Universidades de Morelos y 
de la Escuela Nacional de Antro- 
pología, Años más tarde, obtuvo 
su Doctorado en Salud Pública en 
la Universidad de Berkeley.

This thirteenth citizenship 
conference may very well be the 
last one.

and European television had to con- 
tent themselves with inviting a few 
guests into the studio to comment 
onthe American pictures,” recalled 
Peter Glotz, Professor of Commu- 
nications at St. Gallen University in 
Switzerland. Swiss Analysts claim 
the media failed to cover events in 
Iraq in 1991 with a critical enough 
eye; and newspaper, radio, and tele- 
vision journalists are questioning 
how they can cover this new one 
both accurately and objectively.

Yes, we will bomb Iraqi 
cities. then we'll pay to rebuild the 
country, but that will not bring 
back the thousands of Americans 
and Iraqis who will die in the pro- 
CESS; 

Some people have suggested 
an analogy between Saddam 
Hussein and Hitler. You must not 
appease Saddam. You need to get 
rid of him, otherwise there will be 
serious problems.

eventually the Soviet Union 
crumbled. Patience and determina- 
tion paid off. Patience and deter- 
mination will pay off even in the 
case with Iraq. War should not be 
discounted, but it needs to be a 
measure of last resort and the con- 
sequences need to be considered 
carefully. Since local governmen- 
tal officials will have to deal with 
its effects, they have every right, 
and indeed it is their responsibil- 
ity, to take a stand. If the local gov- 
ernment in your city has not sent 
Bush a message about the finan- 
cial and human cost of the war, 
contact your mayor and city coun- 
cil. Tell them to do so in a hurry. 
Unless it's already too late.
